LONDON, Feb. 18.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) A widely-announced meeting 
of the Autonomic Clb; under the aus- 
pices of the International Workers’

persons, fourteen of whom were for- 
eigners. The speakers who were an- 
nounced did not appear, and after wait- 
ing two hours, Gibbons, of the Common 
Weal Group, made a speech in which 
he urged an effort to be made in right- 
ing their wrongs. He held up Vail- 
lant, Pallas and other martyrs as 
worthy of emulation. 

Hundreds, he said, were ready to sac- 
rifice their lives in. the great cayse. 
He himself was perfectly prepared to 
do so. They had nothing to live for, 
but were simply the slaves of capitar- 
ists. Speeches were useless, and physi- 
cal force was necessary. When the 
government abandoned making Maxim 
guns for use against the people, the 
latter would relinquish the manu- 
facture of dynamite bombs. He ad- 
vised the workers ,to read books upon 
chemicals which they found in public 
libraries, and learn to use chemicals. 
Other speeches in foreign languages 
were made, and the audience wildly 
cheered the sentiments of the leaders.

LEO’S JUBILEE. 


Grand Finale at St. Peter’s in Which the 
Pope Assists. ° 
By Telegraph and the Associated Press. 

ROME, Feb. 18.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The closing ceremony in connection 
with Leo XIII’s jubilee year took place 
today and consisted of mass celebrated 
by him in St. Peter’s followed by the 
“Te Deum.” Sixty thousand tickets 
were given out for the final celebration 
and it is estimated 50,000 people were 
present. ass was celebrated at the 
papal altar. 

Leo was borne into the basilita at 
9:40 o’clock,. preceded by a cortege of 
cardinals and bishops. The entrance 
of the Pope was announced from the 
dome by a blast from silver trumpets. 


At the conclusion of mass, Leo in- 
toned the “Te Deum,” which was 
chanted by the whole congregation. 


The Pope then reseated himself in the 
sedia and, with the tiara on his head, 
blessed the audience, then retired into 
the Chapel Della Pieta amid prolonged 
cheering. 

The Pope appeared considerably im- 
proved in health and intoned in a strong 
voice. Tonight the facades of St. 
Peter’s and other churches, all Cath- 
olic institutions and a great many 
houses were brilliantly illuminated. The 
Pope’s physicians say he is much bet- 
ter, but have advised him not to 
overexert himself. 


IN REVOLT. 


The French Tricolor 
Down. 


Hauled 


Natives on Raiatea Opposed to Foreign 
Dominion—A Warship Dispatched to 
the Scene—The Malcontent 
Delivered Up. 


By Telegrph and the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—The 
Chronicle prints a story, received by 
private letter on, the brig Galilee, of a 
revolt on the sont one of 
the Society group ‘South Seas. 
On December 24 last the rebels pulled 
down the French flag on the newly- 
erected government building. The 
trouble grew out of difficulty between 
the supporters of the French colonial 
gxovernment and the native traders, 
who are daily becoming more jealous 
of Frenchmen and their growing com- 


mercial influence. 


Immediately after the occurrence 
the French transport Durance was dis- 
patched to the island from Papeete, 
and. the commander was ordered that 
if the man who hauled down the flag 
was not surrendered the town would 
be blown off its coral foundations. The 
rebel, who happened «to be a wealthy 
citizén, was surrendered and taken on 
board the vessel, which sailed at once 
for the penal settlement of New Cal- 
edonia. It had been ordered from Pa- 
peete thet he be shot five’days after 
his arrival at’ New Caledonia, and there 
is every reason to believe the order 
was carried out. - 

A similar uprising took place about 
when the French first 
seized the island. The natives were 
then silenced, however, by a war ves- 
sel dispatched from Papeete. This 
latest disturbance occurred when the 
French flag was hoisted on the new 
Town Hall at Raiatea. When the 
rébel faction discovered the tricolor 
they cast lots to see who should break 
into the building and pull down the 
flag. The lot fell to the citizen who 
was subsequently delivered up by the 
malcontents to ‘be shot. 


TELLING TALES. 


Anarchist Henry Makes a Confession Impli- 
cating Other *‘Reds.’’

The police found much chemical appa- 
ratus and a number of letters and 
photographs, including a _ group of 
twenty Anarchists. Henry also di- 
vulged the names of several Anarchists 
and friends and their arrest is expected 
in a short time.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The fight 
over the Silver Seigniorage Bill will be 
resumed in the House tomorrow, and 
Mr. Bland is confident that there will 


be a quorum on hand. Once a quorum 


is obtained, it will be brought to a vote, 
if need be, by a special order from the 
Committee on Rules, the Speaker hav- 


‘ing promised a special rule if the emer- 


gency demands it. The remainder of 
the week will be devoted to the consid- 
eration of contested election cases and 
appropriation bills. 

Senators Daniel, Caffery and White 
of California have given notice of 
speeches on the Hawalian resolution 
this week, and it is probable that other 
Senators will speak upon the same sub- 
ject. There will be an effort to have 
the resolution disposed of during the 
week, as there will also be to get Sen- 
ator Stewart’s bond resolution off the 
calendar. The Senate will make the 
week, as far as possible, a cleaning-up 
week, so as to make way for the tariff 
debate, which will necessarily prevent 
the consideration of less important sub- 
jects when it shall have once begun. 
The special orders for the week include 
the consideration of the printing and 
McGarrahan bills. 

Democratic members of the Senate 
Committee on Finance have decided 
that they will not be able to report 
the tariff bill to the full committee 
on Tuesday next. One of the members 
of the sub-committee said today that 
he would not attempt to say when the 


bill could be reported. “IT shall be 
very well satisfied,” he sajd, “if the 
bill is in shape to be by the 


beginning of next week.”’ The reason 
for the pastpomement is the fact that 
the work of satisfying Democratic Sen- 
ators has been found a very difficult 
one. When the sub-committee began 
work they had before them a draft of 
a bill upon which it was believed it 
would be an easy matter to secure an 
agreement, but this bill has been 
changed in some respects several times, 
and has become so worn from handiing 
and erasures that it has become neces- 
Sary to destroy the original copy and 
replace it with a new one. 

There is: still much demand for con- 
cessions on minor items, and many of 
the most important features of the bill 
are entirely unacted upon. Sugar is 
included in this list, and it looks as 
if its fate would be about the last 
question to be determined by the sub- 
committee. 

Yesterday Representative Hicks of 
Pennsylvania introduced a bill which he 
believes to be an excellent plan for 
the settlement of the silver question. 
It provides that any person may de- 
posit with the government $50,000 worth 
of silver bullion, and by depositing with 
it 25 per cent. of the value of the 
bullion in interest-bearing government 
bonds as a guarantee dgainst any dé- 
preciation of silver, he may receive 
$50,000 in legal tender treasury notes, 
redeemable in coin. 


NOT SO *‘RICO.”’ 


American Competition Bankrupting a Span- 
ish Colony.

A Cable-car Suspended Above 
the Tennessee. 


An Awful Rush Down a Steep Incline—Occu- 
pants of the Car Sprinkled With 
Blood from a Dead Man.

KNOXVILLE (Tenn.,) Feb. 18.—For 
several months past there has been an 
aerial cable-car line across the Ten- 
nessee River near this city, and hun- 
dreds have continually flocked there, 
the ride at a distance of 2000 feet above 
the river being a particularly exhfl- 
arating ‘one. 

This afternoon, without a moment’s 
warning, while the cage with eight 
occupants was near the bluff on the 
opposite side of the river, the cable 
broke and the car dashed .down the 
incline at a frightful rate of speed.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—A special to 
the World from New Orleans says that 
the rumor published a few days ago 
to the effect that the tug Millard had 
been wrecked off the Nicaragua coast, 
is confirmed.

FROM A HOT PLACE. 


Facts and Misconceptions 
Regarding Yuma. 


A Section Which Has Great 
Future Possibilities. 


What Irrigation and Horticulture 
Will Soon Effect. 


A Reception’ to Ohio HMorticulturists—Gila 
Bend Which Has Grown Up Like a 
Mushroom—An Interesting 
Section of Arizona. 


PHOENIX, Feb. 15.—To the overland 
traveler an impression has for a long 
time prevailed that Yuma is a name 
which stands for unbearable heat and 
repulsive Indians. But, under the in- 
fluence of modern enterprise and a 
more thorough knowledge of its tribu- 
tary resources, this sentiment is chang- 
ing and a new era for this section of 
Arizona seems to be well inaugurated. 
Since the flood of 1891, which destroyed 
most of the adobe buildings, a num- 
ber of substantial brick blocks have 
been built and the general appearance 
of Yuma is decidedly improved. For 
this short period the building improve- 
ments have reached an aggregate of 
over $250,000, and are still going on. 
Finding that the soil and climatic con- 
ditions of this locality are highly 
favorable to fruit culture several ir- 
rigation enterprises have been started 
and the outlook for making the Yuma 
district notably successful in the pro- 
duction of early fruits is every way 
favorable. 

Among the undertakings to reclaim 
the arid lands which moves on with 
uninterrupted success is that of the 
Yuma Power and Light Company. This 
is a system which derives its supply 
from the Colorado River by pumping,“ 
and three thousand acres within three 
miles from the town can thus be 
watered at the rate of one inch of 
water to three acres. From experiments 
commenced two years ago with citrus 
fruit trees there now seems no doubt 
of the most complete success. Lemon 
trees thrive remarkably and promise to 
produce a very high grade of fruit. 
Preparations are now yell advanced to 
plant this season 110 acres to a variety 
of trees and vines including apricots, 
peaches, table grapes and oranges and 
lemons. Leading from the town of 
Yuma to this prospective orchard dis- 
trict is an eighty-foot avenue which 
is to be macadamized and planted to 
attractive shade trees on” both sides. 
When completed this avenue will have 
a total length of four miles, and for a 
part of this distance it passes through 
a tract of acre residence lots which 
are to be sold and all of the proceeds 


devoted to street improvements. These 
improvements are not altogether pros- 
pective but are now being actually car- 


out.

East from Yuma on the Southern 
.Pacific Railroad is Gila Bend, a new 
but promising town, which is destined 
to become the center of a very rich 
agricultural and horticultural district 
in the Gila Valley.

WENT UP IN SMOKE. 


Looked Like a Big Blaze, but the Damage 
Was Small. 

At 8:43 o’clock last night two alarms 
of fire were turned in from boxes 72 
and 73, for what appeared to be a big 
blaze in the vicinity of the Arcade 
Depot. An immense crowd of people, 
attracted by the dense column of smoke 
which was plainly to be seen from the 
main streets, started for the scene; 
but very few of their number reached 
the fire, for, upon arrival at the Ar- 
cade Depot, which was supposed to be 
burning, the blaze was found to be 
almost as far off as ever. 

As a matter of fact the fire occurred 
at the corner of Warren and Atlantic 
Streets, the building destroyed being a 
single story frame building, formerly 
used as a barn, but recently fitted up 
and used as a dwelling-house for sev- 
eral families. It was owned by J. C. 
Bright, but, fortunately, was only oc- 
cupied by one family at the time of the 
fire, that of a German book-keeper 
named Van der Goorberg. Just how 
the blaze originated is somewhat of ia 
mystery, although it is believed to be 
due to the explosion of a lantern hung 
in one of the unoccupied rooms the 
purpose of scaring tramps away. Van 
der Goorberg stated to a Times re- 
porter that all he knew about the fire 
was, that while sitting with two of 
his daughters in a front room, they 
heard a noise. Upon getting up to in- 
vestigate he was horrified to find the 
rear part of the building on fire. His’ 
wife being sick, his first attention was 
paid to removing her to a place of 
safety, then he carried his babes out; 
and by that time the fire had gained 
such headway that nothing could be 
done toward saving either the build- 
ing or his own effects. 

The fire department responded 
promptly, the Park hose and engine 
companies Nos 3 and 8 being on hand 
within five minutes of the time when 
the first alarm was turned in, but, as 
the building was at least fifteen hun- 
dred feet from the nearest hydrant, 
the pressure of water was n y 
weakened, and the firemen were heav- 
ily handicapped. Sparks from the burn- 
ing building started a fire in the Cali- 
fornia Warehouse adjoining it, but the 
chemical engine company quenched it 
in short order before any material dam- 
age was done. } 

The building destroyed was valued 
at about $600, and was fully insured 
hy its owner. Van der Goorberg, how- 
ever, was less fortunate, his furniture 
and effects, valued at $650 being only

BUSINESS REVIEW. 


Some tmprovement, But the Condition Not 
Entirely Satisfactory. 

Dun’s Review of Business and 
Finance, published by the mercantile 
agency of R. G. Dun & Co., New York, 
for the week ending February 10, says: 

“Improvement in business still @ 
pears in many directions, but it see 
to be in part balanced by loss in others. 
The gradual gain which began some 
time ago, and was strengthened a little 
by the success of the treasury loan, has 
scarcely answered expectations. Re- 
ports of resumption of work continue to 
indicate that the industries are doing 
more than in December, and yet the 
record. of their actual gain is disap- 
pointingly small. The marked increase 
which appears in offerings of commer- 
cial paper has almost wholly ceased, 
and the accumulation of unemployed 
funds continues, so that indorsed mill 
paper has been takcn at 2% per cent. 
The bond operation has not advanced 
stocks, nor stimulated speculation, and 
the lowest price ever known for wheat 
has been recorded. Doubtless the un- 
certainty which remains, with the tar- 
bill yet in the Senate, and currency 
measures of importance pending in the 
House, has some hindering influence, 
but there is still seen an increase in the 
demand for many ,kinds of goods, be- 


cause of the exhaustion of stocks in the |’ 


hands of dealers by a consumption 
which, though less than usual, is nev- 
ertheless greater than in any other 
country. 


“Crop reports were expected to cause: 


& great advance in wheat, but the 
price has dropped to 63% cents cash, 
the lowest point ever, known in this 
market, and both here and at Chicago 
May wheat has gone lower than ever. 
Receipts have been larger at the West, 
1,909,517 bushels, against 2,186,370 for 
the same week last year, while Atlantic 
exports are not a third of last years. 
Stocks in sight diminish little, and are 
so great that bankers, after their try- 
ing experience last spring, are not in 
haste to carry them for speculators. 
The fall for the week was about 2 
cents, with sales of 8,000,000 bushels in 
one day and 14,000,000 for the week. 
Sales of corn were small and the price 
declined less than a cent, though west- 
ern receipts were 4,147,266 bushels, 
against 2,558,244 last year. Hog pro- 
ducts and coffee were_substantially un- 
changed. Cotton rose a sixteenth in 
spite of visible stocks exceeding half 
the world’s consumption for a year, 
and a decrease of 20 per cent. com- 
pared with last year in takings of 
Northern spinners. Speculative forces 
on either side, rather than the facts 
of supply and demand, govern at pres- 
ent 


“The volume of domestic trade doe» 
not materially increase, exchanges in- 
dicating a decline compared with last 
year of 19.5 per cent. elsewhere, and 
34.9 per cent. at New York. The eari- 
ings of railways in January were 12 
per cent. smaller than last year, the 
decrease rising from 8.4 per cent. for 
the third to 15.9 per cent. for the last 
week of the month, the loss being 16.7 
in trunk lines, 12.8 on Southern, 14 on 
Granger roads, 23.6 on Western, and 18.2 
on Southwestern roads. In west-bound 
tonnage the decrease in January was 
21.5 per cent. Poor earnings and a 
prospect that the decrease may con- 
tinue, rather than any financial evenx, 
caused the average of railroad stocks 
to fall 33 cents per share, and the aver- 
age of trust stocks fell 40 cents, the 
latest guesses rather than information 
about taxes controlling the market. 
There were some foreign sales of rail- 
way stocks, but bonds were in good de- 
mand. . 

“Foreign trade does not improve, 
domestic exports at last falling below 
those of the corresponding week last 
year, though for the year thus far the 
increase is 10.7 per cent., while the im- 
ports are 40 per cent. less than last 
year. The failures for the week were 
385 in the United States, against 222 
last year; and 60 in Canada, against 44 
last year; several being of more than 
ordinary importance. Out of 2188 com:- 
*mercial failures reported by telegrapn 
in January, against 1409 for the same 
week last year, liabilities have been re- 
ported for 2026, amounting to $29,843,- 
028. of which $11,589,715 were of mantu- 
facturing and $17,234,587 of trading con- 


cerns.”

The Sheriff's Posse Puts in Another Day 
Scouring the Country Without

There were no new developments in 
the matter of the Roscoe train-robbery 
yesterday, and the affair is still veiled 
in a mystery as impenetrable as upon 
the night of its occurrence. 

The Sheriff’s posse, which came into 
town late on Saturday night, returned 
to the scene early yesterday morning, 
but plished nothing by doing so. 
Deputy ‘Sheriff W. B. Cline arrived in 
town about 10 o’clock last night, but 
had nothing to communicate as to the 
result of his prolonged search. Detec- 
tives Bowler, Thacker and Will Smith, 
of the Southern Pacific Company, re- 
mained in the city, but Marshal Gard 
wert out again. 

As stated yesterday, the matter re- 
solves itself into this, that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the Officers know no more 
about the identity and location of the 
train-robbers than they did when they 
started out to hunt for them. ,At that 


time they believed they had a clew. * 


Upon investigation, however, they. dis- 
covered themselves at fault, and the 
result is that, disagreeabie though it be 
to do so, they are compelled to ac- 
knowledge themselves completely non- 
plussed. 

All sorts of theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the plan of campnign car- 
ried out by the robbers; but the most 
plausible one appears to be that, im- 
mediately after the wreck, the princi- 
pals tore off the tags from the money 
sacks, gave them. to an accomplice, 
mounted horses and rode to town, cross- 
ing the river near Burbank with their 
booty. The accomplice, in a _ light 
wagon drawn by a fast team, in order 
to throw the:officers off the scent, then 
drove to a place some miles distant, 
where he knew his trail must be lost, 
owing to the nature of the soil, drop- 
ping the tags as he went for the pur- 
pose of completing the ruse. The prin- 
cipals, by this means, might easily have 
reached town and gone to bed before 
the news of their crime had been re- 
ported, for it was fully two hours after 
the hold-up before it was known here, 
and with fairly-good horses they could 
easily cover the distance—twelve miles 
—in an hour and a half. More proba- 
ble still, the perpetrators of the out- 
rage might only have ridden to Trop- 
ico, or its vicinity, in which case consid- 
erable time would have been saved and’ 
much less risk involved. 7 £ 

From indications, the railroad author- 
ities are determined to catch the_rob- 
bers if such a thing is nossible, and no 
expense will be spared to run the bold 
bandits to earth. They realize that it 
is absolutely necessary to make an ex- 
ample of some one if thevy wou d put a 
stop to the rapidly-growing industry of 
train-robbing. The veteran Len Har- 
ris came down from the North yester- 
day, and Col. Breckinridge of the Yuma 
division also put in an appearance. 
These two gentlemen are among the 
oldest and most experienced officers in 
the service of the company, and it is 
believed that they will remain and de- 
vote their entire time to unearthing 
the Roscoe gang. Not only this, but 
Sheriff Cline and the other local officers 
are“doing everything in their power, 
and no expense is being spared any- 
where along the line.

OUR CROWDED SCHOOLS. 


There is a riot breeding in the beauti- 
ful city of Los Angeles because of the 
crowded condition of our public schools. 
Children are running the streets be- 
cause there are not achoolrooms in 
which to house them, and in other cases 

the urchins get but a half day's 
ing instead of a full day. In one emi 
district of the city there are over forty 
children who do not g0 to school at 
all, and in order to make room certain 
classes have been shifted from one 
school to another and eonsolidated, thus 
making it nécessary for pupils to travel 
past the buildings in their own wards 
and go as far as a mile and a half to 
reach the buildings to which they have 
been assigned. When a citizen buys 
property or locates in a certain section 
of the city he expects to send his chil- 
dren to the school-building in that 
particular vicinity, but in Los Angeles 
he doesn’t do this by considerable. The 
situation is outrageous. We are adver- 
tising for people to come and settle 
among us, but the first thing a prospec- 
tive or actual resident asks about is 
the school question. The answer he 
gets is one that sends him elsewhere 
to.seek a home. We are driving away 
desirable people because of the tack 
of school facilities, and something ought 
to be done about it. It is a fit ques- 
tion for our Chamber of Commerce to 
take up and agitate for the growth and 
prosperity of Los Angeles depends as 
much upon ample school facilities as 
upon the price of town lots or the profit 
in raising oranges. The people whose 
children are crowdéd out of school are 
ripe for revolt and The Times does not 
blame them.

Again, we find as we: read in the 
word of God, that Satan aiso tempts 
men, but he tempts them for a very 
different purpose. His object is to de- 
stroy the person who ts tempted and 
to defeat the purpose of God in the 
salvation of man. This appears to be 
true, when we consider the record 
which is given us concerning Satan’s 
work. The speaker called attention to 
the successful effort that Satan made 
for the purpose of leading our first 
parents astray; and his effort to cause 
Job to bring into reproach and shame 
the grace that God had given to him. 
Then, again, we find the same thing 
true in the effort made to tempt our 
Savior.

We 
are told to take to ourselves the whole 
armor of God, and we find that a por- 
tion of that armor is the word of God, 
which is the only weapon with which 
we can defend ourselves, against the 
temptations of Satan.

BROKE THE BANK. 


Robbery at a San Francisco Faro 
Game. 


The Dealers Were Boldly Held Up--One of 
the Desperadoes Makes His Escape. 
.Coin Jingling on the 
Pavement. 


(San Francisco Call, 17th:) There is 
one way of beating a faro game, which, 
though it involves rather more danger 
than the ordinary method of bucking 
the tiger, has occasfonally been made 
to pay in Eastern cities, and early yes- 
terday morning the same system was 
tried on a game in this city, with the 
result that the biggest gambling-house 
in town is out some $4000, while one of 
the players at the desperate game 
made a winning of something more 
than half that amount, while his part- 
ner in- the play lost not only his share 
of the “killing’’ but his liberty as well, 
and is at present incarcerated at the 
City Prison, while as yet no charge has 
been placed against him. 

William Paulsell, formerly of Stock- 
ton, but more recently of this city, is 
the player who hazarded so much on 
the turn and lost, and who yesterday 
held a regular levee at the prison, 
which was attended by a large delegu- 
a from the sporting circles of the 

y. 

About 2:45 o'clock yesterday morhing 
the gambling-house of Carroll & Web- 
ber, upstairs at No. 628 Market street, 
was deserted, so far as the players were 
concerned, and the game for the nighi 
was closed. James Hulsapple, a faro- 
dealer, and another employee named 
Smith and the negro porter were the 
only persons in the rooms, which are 
two in number, with a door leading 
from each into the hall, and another, 
which is kept locked, opening from the 
rear room into the front apartment, 
Where the game was located. The 
door leading from this room out to the 
hallway is also bolted, and the usua} 
way of entering was into the rear room 
and then past the guard into the place 
which was occupied by the players. 

About that hour two men appeared 
in the rear room masked, and, with re- 
volvers pointed at the negro custodian 
of the place, ordered him to admit them 
to the front room. The trembling po;x- 
ter hastily unlocked the door, whiie 
Paulsell kept him covered with his re. 
volver, and the other robber stepped 
through the door and pointed his pistol 
at Hulsapple and Smith, and orderea 
to up .heir hands. 

ulsapple at once started to 

thief by telling him he was po Ay 
fun and that he did not mean what he 
said, hoping that the fellow behind 
the pistol might be drawn a little closer 
and give Hulsapple a chance to grapple 
with him. But the robber was not to 
ho caught by any such scheme, and 
again ordering all hands up he sum- 
from the other room, 
n e latter came in, b 

aulsell then proceeded to pull a 
over the head of each of ioe enue 
of the place, which was closely tied 
around the neck, and then their hands 
were tied behind them by Paulsell, 
his companion in the meantime keeping 
his weapon in position. After this was 
completed one of them took the keys 
from Hulsapple’s pocket and unlocked 
the doors of the safe, which had not 
yet been closed by the combination, 
and the coin in the safe, amounting 
to between $4000 and $5000, was hastily 
placed in sacks, and in an old sack 
which they had along with them, and 
then hastily retreated down the stairs. 

They reached the sidewalk and were 
starting down Market street when the 
window of the gambling-house was 
opened by the negro, who had man- 
aged to free himself, and he rent the 
morning air with “Stop thief! stop 
thief!” Just then Paulsell and his 
partner, caught sight of Special Officers 
Tehaney and Watson in front of the 
Crocker building, and the thieves 
started to run, one of them up the 
street and Paulsell in the opposite di- 
rection. 

The officers at once gave their atten- 
tion to Paulsell, whom they captured 
at the front entrance to the Crocker- 
Woolworth Bank, but not before he 
had thrown away a sack containing 
a portion of the coin, and as the money 
struck one of the big pillars the shin- 
ing twenties went rolling in every direc- 
tion, while the jingling of the eagles 
smote the earg.of a few belated pedes, 
trians and messenger-boys with a pleas- 
ing sound. 

For a few moments there was a 
great scramble for the money. The 
chance to pick up $20 gold pieces on the 
street is one that comes not often and 
the fortunate few in the vicinity im- 
proved the opportunity, though many 
of them returned the money to the 
-officers. The crowd kept increasing, 
and even at daylight there wére more 
than a hundred persons still industri- 
ously searching for e of the glitter- 
ing coin. Some of the\messenger boys 
‘had become capitalists in a night and a 
number of people are better off finan- 
cially from the fact something called 
them to the corner of Post and Market 
streets at an early hour yesterday 
morning. 

Some of the money remained in the 
sack, and this, along with what was

He is 
described as being 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
wore a brown overcoat, biack derby 
hat, had a light-brown mustache, and is 
probably from 20 to 30 years of age. 

When the robbers made their ap- 
pearance in the gambling-house both 
wore heavy brown overcoats and masks 
made of light brown muslin, were 
drawn over their faces and came 
down around thelr shoulders. The 
sacks which they pulled over the heads 
of the persons in the place are made 
ef checked gingham, and the sewing is 
evidently the work of some one unused 
to needlework. All of these are in the 
possess:on of the police. 

It is rumored that Paulsell’s compan- 
jon is a stranger in town from the 
fact that none of the fraternity recog- 
nize the description, and also from 
the fact that he did all the talking, 
while Paulsell kept in the backareund: 
This is one reason why the police are 
not more confident about his capture. 

Paulsell is a well-known sport, but 
the gentlemen of the gaming-table are 
very much surprised that he took this 
method of beating the game. He dealt 
faro at No. 1 Eddy Street, two years 
ago, and has been a frequenter of 
Carroll’s place. Indeed, he was there 
several times during the evening be- 
fore the robbery was committed, and it 
is evident, from the way in which it 
was planned, that ‘the operators were 
perfectly familiar with the cus.ome of 
the place, and knew that they should 
meet with little resistance. Strange as 
it may seem, there was not a pistol in 
the house, and the inmates were power- 
less to defend themselves, if they had 
had an oportunity. 

Paulsell, was booked last night on a 
charge of robbery. Detective Bohen 
and Officer Allen’ are detailed on the 
case, and are on the lookout for Paul- 
sell’s partner, who, so far, has eluded 
his pursuers.

_ HOW ARE YOUR EYES? . 


The Science of the Modern Eye- 
glass, 


The Finished Product the Growth of Agea 
Why Spectacles Should Be Fitted 
to the Eyes as a Shoe 
to the Foot. 


An eyeglass is a little thing, but hardly 
any little thing is so scientific. It comes 
to us as a product of ages. You can't 
take a piece of a window-pane and make 
a glass that will fit your eyes. They are 
not made of blown glass, in fact, not of 
glass at all. As a rule, they are made 
of rock crystals, or ‘‘pebbles,”” and you 
will notice that, while all eyeglass lenses 
are spherical or cylindrical in shape, yet 
the surfaces are not all alike. Some are 
prisms, some are bi-concave, some bi- 
convex and some concavo-convex. The 
‘first lense invented for the use of the 
eyes was the convex. This discovery is 
attributed to Roger Bacon, and belongs 
to the close of the thirteenth century. 
Concave glasses came along the 
fourteenth ‘century, and improvements 
have been made that time 
down to a comparatively recent 
period. It is an error in refraction of the 
eye that causes us to wear glasses, and 
these errors are as numerous as their 
causes. The most common are near- 
sight and far-sight. Then there is what 
is called anisometropia, that is, where the 
refraction of the two eyes are unequal. 
Sometimes these troubles are caused by 
a gradual weakening of the muscles of 
the eye, and sometimes by inflammation. 
This shows us that when we wish a pair 
of spectacles we should have our eyes 
examined and a pair fitted to the needs 
of the sight. That can only be done by 
an optician, and the best in Los Angeles 
is H. H: Funk, who has charge of the 
optical department of M. German's jew- 
elry store, at No. 320 South Spring street. 
Here you will find not only glasses to fit 
your vision, but with frames made of 
all kinds of material—gold, silver, tor- 
toise shell, whatever you wish.
